Hitler has been stalling in the nego¬ 
tiations with Britain and the belief is 
that he is playing for time in the ex¬ 
pectation that the Blum Ministry will 
soon fall into difficulties over the fin¬ 
ancial situation.

The second instal¬ 
ment next week will deal with pre¬ 
vention and cure. 

Did you know that Cancer causes 
more deaths in Alberta each year than 
does any other condition except heart 
disease? This is true in spite of the 
fact that Alberta has the second best 
rate in Canada. Perhaps the worst 
feature of the situation is that the 
rate is getting higher, calling for some 
prompt action in cure and in preven¬ 
tion, and both of these are possible as 
soon as the general public understands 
the situation. The number of cancer 
deaths in Alberta for the last six 
years have increased from 482 in 1930 
to 622 in 1935. 

Lord Moynihan has well said: “We 
have no desire to scare people to death 
by propaganda on this subject but ra¬ 
ther to frighten them into life by urg¬ 
ing them to take common sense pre¬ 
cautionary care of themselves.” 

Cancer la Undoubtedly Increasing 

One of the questions that doctors 
are frequently asked ia, “What does 
a Cancer look like?” A Cancer con¬ 
sists of the same tissue from which it 
came, so a Cancer of the uterus looks 
like uterus and a Cancer of the stom¬ 
ach looks like stomach. They do not 
however, behave like natural tissue 
and are not controlled by the ordinary 
rules of growth but increase in size 
without reason, eating into surround¬ 
ing organs and not merely shoving 
them to one side as is done by a simple 
tumour. It is this uncontrolled growth 
that makes them dangerous but the 
reason for this unusual behaviour ia 
at present unknown. 

An enormous amount of work has 
been done on Cancer and yet there is 
much to be learned. Most of the val¬ 
uable information on this disease is of 
a negative type, many Cancer myths 
having been ruled out

not spread from person to person nor

Dr. Somerville, M.H.O. has been 
conducting general physical examina¬ 
tions of a part of the town high school, 
with similar work going on from time 
to time in other parts of the unit. The 
results of these examinations lead him 
to believe that the average height and 
weight of children in the West ap¬ 
pears to be higher than in the East. 

The charts which are used by the 
Unit are prepared in the East, and 
carry’ the average standard for the dif¬ 
ferent ages. But in most instances 
the children which he examines, exceed 
these averages both in weight and 
height. This development is noted 
from three yean of age and upward. 

Although he is prepared to make no 
statement without more complete da¬ 
ta on provincial records, he would not 
be surprised to find that Albertan 
children generally are bigger than 
their eastern contemporaries of the 
same age.

At the same time the plant 
roots receive a thorough soaking. 

While cleaning the plant, all yellow¬ 
ed and dead leaves should be removed 
and any necessary staking, training of 
vines, or pinching of unwanted shoots 
may be taken care of. 

Climbing vines, such as English 
ivy, should likewise be kept clean. In 
order to gives the leaves a rich glossy- 
appearance they may be wiped with a 
cloth moistened with milk. Any vege¬ 
table oil such as olive oil may also be 
used, but never apply furniture polish 
or any mineral oil, as it is harmful to 
the plant tissues.

The World of Wheat 


TRACTOR OVERHAULING 


By H. G. L. Strange 

A most unusual situation exists at 
the moment with the price of wheat on 
world markets. 

No. 1 Northern Canadian wheat at 
Liverpool is selling for 14 cents a 
bushel more than the best Australian, 
21 cents higher than the best Indian 
and 25 cents more than the best Ar¬ 
gentine. 

These spreads are considerably 
greater than the extra quality of 
“Manitobas” usually warrants, yet to¬ 
day, at these wide spreads, such quan¬ 
tities weekly are being purchased as 
will probably bring the “carry-over” of 
Canadian wheat on August 1st next 
down to a normal level of not more 
than 40 million bushels. 

Why is it that suddenly the world is 
tnoipw UBjpsuBO ipnur os 3u|8BqDjnd 
at such unusual premiums? 

Two explanations are made. One-is 
that some countries in Europe, partic¬ 
ularly Italy and Germany, are this 
year very short of food for their peo¬ 
ple and so are willing to pay these pri¬ 
ces. The other thought is that a good 
deal of Canadian wheat now being 
purchased is not for immediate con¬ 
sumption, but rather for storing up 
against possible war. Canadian- wheat 
is particularly well-suited for this be¬ 
cause it has good keeping qualities. 

Sooner or later, however, these wide 
price spreads will narrow up.

Brown Crude Well Yielded Average of 
1238 Barrels in 24 Days m February 


The largest crude oil well in Canada 
the B. and B. situate west of High Ri¬ 
ver, according to an official report is¬ 
sued by the Department of Mines, pro¬ 
duced 30878 barrels of oil during 24 
days of February. This means that - 
the B. and B. well produced an average 
of 1,283 barrels of 48 gravity oil daily 
during the initial 24-day run. The 
test 'Started on February 4. 

Total oil production for the province 
in February was 140,616 barrels, of 
which Turner Valley produced 138,804 
barrels of naptha and light crude; Red 
Coulee, 837 barrels of light crude, and 
Wainwright, 874 barrels of heavy 
crude.
